Pursuant to section 102(c¢) and section
204(a) of the United States-India Nuclear
Cooperation Approval and Nonproliferation
Enhancement Act, I hereby certify that:

1. Entry into force and implementation of
the United States-India Agreement for Co-
operation on Peaceful Uses of Nuclear En-
ergy pursuant to its terms is consistent with
the obligation of the United States under the
Treaty on the Non-Proliferation of Nuclear
Weapons not in any way to assist, encourage,
or induce India to manufacture or otherwise
acquire nuclear weapons or other nuclear ex-
plosive devices; and

2. It is the policy of the United States to
work with members of the Nuclear Suppliers
Group, individually and collectively, to agree
to further restrict the transfers of equipment
and technology related to the enrichment of
uranium and reprocessing of spent nuclear

fuel.

Remarks at the White House Summit
on International Development

October 21, 2008

Thank you all. Madam President, I could
not think of anybody better to give me danc-
ing lessons than you. [Laughter] We love you.
I love your spirit; I love your leadership; I
love the example you set for leaders all across
the globe. And it’s an honor to be here with
you.

And it’s an honor to be here with you all.
I welcome you to the White House Summit
on International Development. It's a summit
to herald the outstanding work being done
to lift up souls in need. I appreciate the fact
that folks in this room represent thousands
that are replacing disease with health, de-
pendency with self-reliance, and despair with
hope.

The people gathered here come from dif-
ferent countries—I see we represent dif-
ferent professions—but we’re united by our
